if.  dear  Mayor: 


The  annual  report  of  the  Minneapolis  Police  Department  for  the  year 
i  ng  December  31,  1938,  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

vVith  reference  to  major  crime,  I  am  again  happy  to  report  that  Minneapolis 
(  pares  most  favorably  with  other  cities  of  like  population  and  size.  There 
u  been  a  marked  decrease  in  robberies,  burglaries,  and  larcenies  compared 
■i  previous  years.  The  Crime  Index,  as  compiled  by  the  Department  of 
i  ice  for  the  year  1938  (copy  of  which  is  enclosed  herewith),  showing  records 
i  lajor  crimes  for  cities  of  from  300,000  to  700,000  population,  shows  that 

<  neapolis  is  holding  its  own  in  the  prevention  and  suppression  of  crime.  A 
3  e  number  of  important  arrests  of  criminals  by  the  uniform  and  detective 
I  sions  were  made.  Just  recently,  four  bandits  have  been  shot  while  in  the 

<  of  committing  felonies  with  firearms,  and  in  all  of  these  cases,  exceptional 
(  age  was  shown  by  the  officers  involved.  At  our  urgent  request,  the  City 

ncil  just  recently  enacted  a  new  firearms  ordinance,  which  should  prove 
!  reat  value  to  the  police  department  as  a  crime  deterrent  because  it  will  be 
e  difficult  for  criminals  intending  to  commit  crimes  to  obtain  firearms. 

There  has  also  been  a  marked  decrease  in  automobile  thefts;  1351  auto- 
'  )iles  having  been  reported  stolen  for  the  year  1938  compared  with  1644  for 
I  year  1937,  or  a  decrease  of  293  cars.  The  same  ratio  of  recoveries  prevails, 

:h  proves  the  vigilance  of  the  auto  theft  squad. 

A  review  of  the  traffic  statistics  shows  that  there  was  an  increase  of  fatal 
Dmobile  accidents  compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  1937,  Minneapolis 
the  group  of  cities  of  from  250,000  to  500,000  population  in  traffic  safety, 
vever,  in  a  comparison  of  traffic  deaths  over  a  period  of  six  years,  the  year 
3  was  slightly  below  the  average.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  we  had  the 
ns  at  our  disposal  to  rigidly  enforce  the  30-mile  speed  limit,  that  we  could 
*v  a  substantial  reduction  in  accidents  of  all  types.  A  perusal  of  the  National 
Jty  Council's  1938  report  shows  Minneapolis  11th  of  the  twenty-four  cities 
>ur  population  group,  which  still  compares  favorably  with  cities  of  like 
ulation,  and  we  are  to  be  awarded  a  plaque  by  the  National  Safety  Council 
eing  the  safest  city  in  Minnesota  of  the  first  class  cities. 


We  are  still  endeavoring  to  restore  the  strength  of  the  police  personn 
550  officers,  which  was  the  authorized  strength  of  the  force  a  few  years 
before  economic  stress  made  it  necessary  to  curtail  the  force  by  50  offi 
However,  I  am  in  hopes  that  sometime  in  the  near  future  additional  funds 
be  granted  me  for  these  officers,  which  will  return  us  to  our  original  strei 

During  the  year  1938,  the  City  Council  appropriated  money  for 
installation  of  two-way  radio  communication  for  thirty-six  squad  cars, 
is  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  department  and  will  prove  its  worth  many  1 
over  for  this  additional  expense. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  to  you  and  the  honorable 
Council  our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  fine  cooperation  accordec 
department  during  the  past  year.
